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REVIEW OF RETAIL TRADE DURING 1951-52 


HE VALUE of sales of all merchandise by the large retailers 

who make monthly returns to the Board of Trade was 9 per 

cent. higher during the trading year which ended in January 
1952 than in the previous year. The value of sales of non-food 
merchandise rose 74 per cent., which was a smaller increase than the 
year before ; in food the increase compared with the previous 
trading year was just over 10 per cent., almost the same as between 
1949-50 and 1950-51. 

In the early part of the year there was a high level of purchasing 
by the public, especially of clothing, footwear and household goods ; 
among the main causes of this were the expectation of higher prices, 
and of possible shortages resulting from the re-armament programme. 
Later in the year trade dedlined—in part in reaction from the heavy 
buying earlier—and a recession was experienced in certain sections. 
In clothing the worst month was September, and men’s wear was 
the section hardest hit ; there was, however, an appreciable recovery 
at the end of the year. In household goods, the recession which 
developed in furniture and furnishings is still continuing. 


Some indication of the movements in the quantities, as distinct 
from the values, of goods sold is given by considering the sales 
movements in relation to the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of 
Retail Prices. This Index was on average 10 per cent. higher in the 
period February 1951—January 1952 than in the previous trading 
year. Average prices of food and perishables were 12 per cent. 
higher while those of clothing and footwear and of household 
durable goods were 16 and 18 per cent. higher respectively ; these 
increases were very much greater than the year before. The two 
sets of figures together suggest that smaller quantities of clothing 
and household durable goods were sold than the year before, and 
that the quantity of food sold (by large retailers) may also have been 


slightly reduced. The correspondence between the Ministry of 
Labour Index and the retail trade statistics is not exact, however, 
and any conclusions of this kind can only be approximate. 

Movements in stocks varied considerably between different 
classes of goods. Stocks of food were substantially higher in value 
than the year before throughout the year. Stocks of several of the 
most important of the non-food categories—and some of the smaller 
ones—increased during the year, but finished at a level little higher 
than at the beginning of the year ; and in some small categories, the 
end-year level was less in terms of value than a year before. Only 
in respect of men’s and boys’ wear, footwear, and the sub-category 
of women’s stockings and socks were stocks at the end of the year 
substantially higher than a year before. Even in these cases, the 
end-year stocks do not appear strikingly large once the increase in 
prices is taken into account. In general, it would be fair to say that 
by the end of January retail stocks had been reduced to quite 
moderate levels. 


Sales by Types of Goods 
Clothing and Footwear 


The combined index for clothing and footwear remained above the 
corresponding levels of a year earlier during the first half of the 
trading year 1951/52, but fell below them in September, October and 
November. This was mainly a reflection of the movement of sales 
of clothing, which fell more sharply in the autumn than those of 
footwear. 


The rate of increase in the value of clothing sales has declined 
each year since 1948/49, and was again lower between the last two 
trading years, in spite of the big increase in prices. The annual rate 
of increase in the value of sales of footwear, on the other hand, has 
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been rising and this trend also continued in the last trading year, 
helped in this case by the price increases. 

The quarterly comparisons show that the third quarter of the 
trading year was the one in which sales of all three constituents of the 
combined index were below the level of the previous year ; men’s and 
boys’ wear sales experienced the greatest fall, and continued lower in 
the fourth quarter, even though there was a considerable recovery 
in December. 

The pattern of trade in women's outerwear, women’s underwear, 
and millinery etc. followed the movements of the main women’s and 
children’s index, but sales of women’s stockings and socks, and girls’ 
and children’s clothing were higher in each quarter than in the corres- 
ponding period a year earlier, though even these categories followed 
the general trend to the extent that there was least improvement in 
the third quarter. The sub-section of women's and children’s wear 
for which the worst results were recorded was dress materials, which 
showed falls compared with the year before in every quarter except 
the first. 

Footwear sales experienced a smaller fall in the third quarter than 
did those of men’s wear or women’s wear ; and cumulative sales in 
the period February 1951—January 1952 were 10 per cent. higher than 
in the previous 12 months, as against rises of 9 and 3 per cent. in sales 
of women’s and children’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear respectively. 


Household Goods 


The value of sales of furniture and furnishings in the trading year 
showed a smaller increase over the year 1950/51 than did those of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods. ‘The small rise of 24 per cent. 
in the former group was much less than the corresponding increases

in recent years. ‘Trade was particularly good in the first quarter of 
the trading year but in the last two quarters turnover was 15 and 11 
per cent. less than a year earlier. 

The recession in the second half of the year still continues. In the 
trading years 1949/50 and 1950/51 the rate of increase in the value of 
sales was similar for the three sub-divisions of furniture and furnish- 
ings, but in 1951/52 there were appreciable differences, sales of fur- 
niture and bedding being 5 per cent. higher than in the previous year 
while those of furnishing fabrics and household textiles were 4 per 
cent. and of floor coverings 6 per cent. down. It should be noted, 
however, that for a large proportion of the total value of sales reported, 
the breakdown is not given, and in several recent months the reduc- 
tions in sales recorded for the three sub-divisions have all been greater 
than the reduction recorded by the larger sample in respect of furniture 
and furnishings as a whole. 

The increase of 11 per cent. compared with a year earlier in sales of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods during the trading year was 
almost the same as for 1950/51. There is some evidence, both from 
the large retailers and from the panel of independent traders, that the 
improvement in sales of hardware alone was rather less than for the 
group as a whole. 


Other Non-Food Categories 


The index of sales of chemists’ goods by the larger retailers is one 
of the most stable. Throughout the trading year just ended it 
recorded sales at levels well above those of a year earlier, and for the 
trading year as a whole turnover was nearly 12 per cent. higher than 
in 1950/51. 

Of the remaining non-food categories, the best result was for books 
and stationery, sales of which were higher than a year earlier in each 
quarter of the trading year. Cumulative sales in the twelve months 
ending January 1952 were 9 per cent. higher than in the previous year,

Food and Perishables 


For the first three quarters of the trading year, the increase in the 
value of sales of food compared with the corresponding period a year 
earlier was gradually increasing. At the end of the year there was a 
steeper upward movement, in part no doubt due to the sharp increase 
in food prices at that time (the Ministry of Labour food index rose 
3 per cent. between December and January). ‘The value of cumulative 
sales in the trading year was 10.3 per cent. more than in the previous 
year, almost the same rise as between 1949/50 and 1950/51 ; the annual 
percentage increase has indeed varied little for several years past. 

Sales in the main sub-section, groceries and provisions, showed 
consistent increases throughout the year over the corresponding 
figures of a year earlier, the increase for the trading year as a whole 
being 14 per cent. ‘The largest increase in the year’s turnover among 
the food items was in bakery sales, which were 23 per cent. higher 
than in 1950/51

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Fresh meat was the only sub-category to show a fall—of 7 per ce nt. 
—in the total value of sales in the period February 1951 to January 
1952 compared with the previous year ; these figures are of cou rse 
primarily influenced by the level at which the ration is fixed. By 
contrast, sales of fish, poultry, game and rabbits in the trading y ear 
rose 21 per cent., the improvement over 1950/51 being most marked 
in the first two quarters, when fresh meat sales were substantial ly 
down. 


Changes in Stocks 


The total value of all merchandise stocks at the end of January 
was 12 per cent. higher than in January 1951, while stocks of non-food 
goods were 10 per cent. and of food and perishables 21 per cent. up. 
Stock figures are given by some only of the firms supplying returns of 
sales, and are consequently less reliable than the sales figures ; the 
sample is particularly inadequate in respect of food. 


Although the increase in non-food stocks compared with a year 
earlier was comparatively small at the beginning of the trading year, it 
became quite substantial in the summer and autumn and then was 
reduced at the end of the year. These movements were markedly

different from those in 1950/51, when the early months showed the 
greatest increases compared with a year earlier. 

Stocks of women’s and children’s wear rose to a peak during the 
months of recession in the autumn, but fell subsequently to finish only 
fractionally higher—in terms of value—than at the beginning of the 
year. Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear in February 1951 were 5 per 
cent. lower than a year earlier and, although they too rose to a peak 
in the third quarter (when sales were 19 per cent. lower than a year 
before), their subsequent reduction was moderate and in January they 
were still 17 per cent. higher than twelve months earlier. Footwear

stocks, which were also lower than a year earlier initially, rose almost 
continuously during the year, and in January were 28 per cent. higher 
than in January 1951. 

Furniture stocks were at their highest level compared with the 
previous year in the autumn, and in August showed an increase of 47 
percent. Thereafter, buying must have been restricted, and in spite 
of continued poor sales, stocks at the end of the trading year were 
only 4 per cent. greater in value than a year before. 

Stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods—which in 1950/51 
showed small increases in most months compared with the previous

year—followed much the same pattern in 1951/52 as furniture ; in 
August, the increase compared with a year earlier was 40 per cent., 
but this was reduced to 5 per cent. by January 1952 

Stocks of chemists’ throughout 1951 at levels well 
above those of the previous year—the changes in stocks thus paralleling 
the fairly uniform increases of sales in most months over those of a 
year earlier 

There was a reduction in stocks of musical instruments and music 
in the last months of the year ding with the fall in sales in the 
last quarter compared with a year earlier. Increases of more than 
30 per cent. in stocks of books and stationery were recorded in the 
months from April to August, but stocks were reduced later, and in 
January they were 5 per cent. lower than twelve months before. 
Stocks of jewellery, leather and fancy goods showed considerable 
increases in the first part of the year, but by January were slightly 
lower than a year earlier 

There was a substantial rise in the value of stocks of food and 
perishables compared with a year earlier in every month of the 
trading year—in most cases wel] over 20 per cent. In January the 
increase was 21 per cent

Sales by Type of Shop 


Multiple shops recorded the largest increase in the value of sales 
of all merchandise compared with a year ago, amounting to 13 per cent.; 
co-operative societies’ sales rose 8 per cent. and those of department 
stores were practically unchanged. ‘The results were very similar 
in both the food and non-food sections except that, in the former, the 
sales of department stores showed an expansion of 10 per cent. 


Though in the clothing sections, multiple shops’ sales on the basis 
of comparison with sales of a year earlier were generally more favour- 
able than for the other types of large retailer, this was mainly because 
their results included those of a small number of variety chain stores. 
In most months of the year the comparisons, when the figures of the 
variety chains have been excluded, are much less favourable, and 
approximate more nearly to the corresponding movements of the de- 
partment stores and co-operative societies ; in the autumn the multiple 
shops, sales of men's and boys’ wear were lower in relation to a year 
earlier than the average for all large shops, and the exclusion of the 
variety chains accentuates this disadvantage. In footwear, however, 
the comparisons of sales with a year earlier were similar in most months

of the year for all types of large retailer, including the variety chains. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings by the large retailers during 
1951/52 rose by the same amount compared with a year earlier—3 per 
cent.—as those of the independent retailers. Howev er, sales of 
department stores, for which sub-group alone percentage changes are 
available, fell by 4 per cent. For hardware, radio and electrical goods 
the rise in sales during the year by the independent retailers, 12 per 
cent., was slightly greater than for the large retailers taken together. 

In chemists’ goods the larger retailers as usual had the better 
results, with a rise of 12 per cent. in the value of sales during the 
year as against 4 per cent. for the independent shops ; the increase 
was greatest for the multiple shops. The smaller retailers’ total sales 
of books and stationery in 1951/52, on the other hand, showed a 
larger rise compared with 1950/51 than the average for the larger 
businesses as a whole, though the multiple shops recorded the biggest 
rise, of 14 per cent. 


Sales by Areas 


In the twelve months February 1951-January 1952, the total value 
of sales in London rose by 10 per cent. compared with the previous 
year ; in the rest of Great Britain the rise was 9 per cent. The 
increases for non-food merchandise were 8 and 7 per cent. respectively 
and for food and perishables 11 and 10 per cent. The only individual 
area to differ significantly from the average was Central and West 
End London, where sales of all merchandise rose only 6 per cent. and 
of non-food merchandise only 4 per cent 

The close similarity in the movement of sales of non-food merchan- 
dise in London and elsewhere in Great Britain holds good in many of 
the separate categories. However, the increases in men’s and boys’ 
wear, in furniture and furnishings and in chemists’ goods was rather 
greater in London than in the rest of Great Britain ; while for musical 
instruments and music, jewellery, leather and fancy goods, and sports 
goods and cycles an increase in London compared with 1950/51 
contrasts with a decrease elsewhere. 

In the food group, the increases in the year’s sales in London were 
rather larger than in the rest of Great Britain for bakery and for fish, 
poultry, etc., while the reverse was true of sales of wines, spirits and 
beer. 

Changes in Areas 

At the beginning of February 1951, a revision of the trading areas 
was made, at the request of the Trade Associations, so that separate 
Statistics might be published for Wales and the Midlands area ; at 
the same time, the London area was considerably widened to include 
all of the Metropolitan Police District.

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British Standards Help to Safeguard the Consumer 


REPORT of the first year’s activities of the Women's Advisory 
Committee of the British Standards Institution was presented 
at an “At Home” held in London on Wednesday. 

By establishing the Committee, British Standards Institution 
obtained the views and experiences of at least one family out of 
every eight in the United Kingdom on matters affecting industrial 
production for the home. This broad sample of consumer opinion 
derives from the 1,500,000 membership of the 19 national women’s 
Organizations which have nominated representatives to serve on the 
Committee. Thus, in a wide and real sense the Committee has 
filled the role referred to by the Cunliffe Committee when it said: 
“Representation of the domestic user is a . matter which 
demands serious attention.’’* 

The Women’s Advisory Committee has accepted the responsibility 
of providing a forum on which the opinions and feelings of the mass 
of women can be brought together and measured. 

There is evidence that not only are the technical committe 
B.S.1. calling on the Women’s Advisory Committee for opinions and 
advice but also that a large number of industries have recognized the 
value of the representative knowledge and experience which it can 
provide. 

The work of the Women’s Advisory Committee has fallen under 
three main headings :-— 

Consideration of draft British Standards likely to affect the 
domestic user. 

Formulation of proposals for new British Standards in the same 
category. 

Consideration of resolutions received from women’s organiza- 
tions and other bodies, and, where appropriate, forwarding these 
resolutions, with comments, to B.S.I. Industry Standards Commit- 
tees or Technical Committees for investigation. 


In the course of four months, a panel drawn from the main 
Committee has reviewed a total of 14 draft standards from the point 
of view of women in the home. 


Examples of work undertaken during the course of the year are 
as follows :— 
Sizing of Stockings 

Following complaints from women on the length and top dimen- 
sions of stockings, the Committee offered its services to the National 
Hosiery Manufacturers’ Federation in obtaining further information 
and in helping to prepare a range of standard sizes if the Federation 
agreed. The Federation were sympathetic but in view of differences 
in technique within the industry, agreement on terms and definitions 
is to be sought first. The question of standard sizes will then 
receive further attention from the Federation. 


School Tunics and Blouses 


A draft standard on school tunics and blouses earned approval 
of the Study Panel of the Committee. As parents, the members 
considered that it represented a much better standard of garments 
than those commonly available on the market. 


Cloth Labelling 


At a recent meeting the W.A.C. considered a resolution submitted 
by a constituent body concerning the necessity for textile materials 
to be clearly labelled, first, to give an indication of the proportion of 
different fibres used and thence of relative values, and secondly, as 
a guide to the most suitable washing or cleaning methods according 
to the fibre contents. Allied with these points was a criticism that 
some contemporary textiles are subject to an unreasonable degree of 
shrinkage. 

In discussion, members were unanimous in the views that the 
consumer is entitled to know what sort of cloth she is buying, that 
it is equally important to know how a given material or garment should 
be laundered or cleaned to prevent shrinkage or damage and that 
some indication of shrink resistance should be given. 

Resolutions suggesting suitable labelling techniques to meet these

requirements have been forwarded to the B.S.I. Textile Labelling 
Committee. 
Working Heights of Kitchen Units 

The Committee has considered the existing British Standard 
(B.S.1195 : ‘ Kitchen fitments and equipment ’’) in which the work- 
ing heights of pre-fabricated units are specified. Some members 
of the Committee are convinced that the standard height of 3 ft. is 
unsatisfactory for certain kitchen operations, and are of the opinion 
that where kitchens are too restricted in space to permit the use of 
a free-standing table at a lower height, at least one lower surface 
should be provided in the factory-made units. 

The W.A.C. has, however, deferred making a specific recommenda- 
tion on this point pending the results of research work by the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research into kitchen working sur- 
faces, and their effects upon the women whe use them. 

Other subjects dealt with by the Committee in its first year of 
working are listed below : 

Vest lengths. 
Sanitary towels. 
Soaps. 
Armchairs. 
Electric toasters. 

The year’s work has also included means of informing the public 
on the work of the Committee and of the British Standards Insti- 
tution generally, so that consumers can know what is being done on 
their behalf. The Committee is being increasingly used both as a 
focal point for consumer opinion and as an informed source of 
reference by the Press, by other representative groups and by Govern- 
ment agencies and departments. .

Commenting on the report, Sir Rog 
General Council of B.S.1. reminded his kadience that the Institution 
celebrated its golden jubilee last year. Recognizable and dependable 
standards were essential to technical progress, he said, and to the 
day-to-day conduct of business. It was worth remarking, too, that 
British Standards had helped manufacturers to earn the world-wide 
reputation for quality and reliability which they had so long and 
deservedly enjoyed 

But now wider horizons were opening before us. More and more 
industries were seeing both the opportunity and the advantages of 
developing sound British Standards for consumer goods. ‘There was 
a@ growing tendency in consumer goods industries to develop and 
apply standards of quality. The object was that the purchaser, 
knowing nothing about the technicalities of the product concerned, 
could find in the words “ British Standard ” or in the Institution’s 
certification mark (which could only be used under licence) an assur- 
ance of quality, reliability and value for money.

Yarn Spun in the Cotten Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during the 
week ended March 8, 1952, was 16-98 million lb., compared with 
16°57 million Ib. the previous week and 21-80 million Ib. for the 
corresponding week of 1951. 
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Retail Trade in 1951-52 — Continued) 
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by the Panel at about £300,000 per annum in savings to the industry. 
The major technical items at present on the programme at an annual 
cost of £30,000 may lead to possible annual savings by the industry 
of about £600,000. 


Raw Materials 

Seventy per cent., and more, of the cost of the finished leather is 
in the cost of the raw material. The Panel points out that, in spite 
of the effort already made, the greatest opportunities for improvement 
lie in the supply, preservation and conditions of hides and skins. In 
the United Kingdom alone, which supplies about 45 per cent. of this 
raw material, prevention of warble damage to hides and improvement 
in the flaying and salting of hides, calfskins and sheep pelts is urgent. 
If reasonable care were taken there could be a saving of half a million 
pounds a year 

Other difficulties requiring administrative action are specified in 
the supply of pelts from New Zealand and of hides and skins from 
South America, the Dominions, India, and the African Colonial 
territories. ‘The Research Association has examined many of these 
problems in collaboration with the overseas suppliers and the report 
recommends the Council of the Research Association to consider in 
what further ways existing knowledge can be applied to the improve- 
ment of hides and skins. 

The Panel reviews the failure or possible shortages of supplies of 
tanning materials. It recommends more work on both synthetic 
and natural tanning materials and further recommends that vegetable 
tanning extract manufacturers should be asked to give financial 
support to this research. 


Tanning 

‘Tanning is more than 5,000 years old, but during the last 30 years 
tanners in this country have gained greatly by scientific control of 
the process ; this is due mainly to the work of the Leather Research 
Association. The industry has also been assisted to meet changes 
in available supplies of raw tanning materials. Tanning is a lengthy 
process and it would appear that quicker tanning processes would 
show a considerable saving in cost, provided the quality of the finished 
leather is as good. It is recommended that further investigation of 
modern quick-tanning processes should be made, and also of new 
methods of tanning. 


Mechanization and Machinery 

The Leather Research Association has widened its field by the 
institution of an engineering section. In that part of the report 
dealing with machinery, there are interesting comments on the design 
of machines. It is recommended that detailed time and movement 
studies should be made to reveal operational faults in machines, to 
lead to improved designs and satisfactory guarding without detriment 
to the speed or quality of the output. It also recommended that 
research should be made on the application of servo-mechanisms, 
and of automatic control, with the object of reducing fatigue to the 
operators and increasing speed and precision of workmanship. 


Industrial Support 

The membership of the Research Association covers about 61 per 
cent. of the production of the industry. During the last 30 years 
the membership has doubled, the staff increased five-fold and the 
income ten-fold. In spite of this, the Panel estimates that in order 
to carry out its present urgent programme of work, the R.A. requires 
a subscription income of twice its present value. The R.A., for its 
part, spends 30 per cent. of its income on liaison services with member 
firms. Further sources of membership and increased support include 
fellmongers, tanning extract manufacturers and makers of dyes and 
finishes. 


Shortages of Technologists 

A considerable section is devoted to the recruitment, training and 
position of technologists in the leather industry. ‘The Panel recognizes 
that the application of science in industry itself is as important as new 
scientific discoveries by research workers. The supply of trained 
technologists is not equal to the industrial demand. It is pointed out 
that the posts are interesting and the rewards high, and a recruiting 
campaign for and technologists to the industry is 
recommended. 7

Duty-Free Licences for Imported 
Machinery 


HE announcement which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 

on March 15, drew attention to the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
statement in his Budget speech to the effect that for the time being 
the issue of duty-free licences under Section 10 of the Finance Act, 
1932, for imports of machinery would be suspended and that no 
application posted after March 11 would be considered. 


In this connection, importers are reminded of the terms of Notice 
to Importers No. 347, issued on December 13, 1949, the second 
paragraph of which ts as follows :— 

“* Where importation is made under Open General Licence, so 
that no individual import licence is required, importers desiring 

a duty-free licence should make application for such a licence 

providing evidence of their intention to import by sending the 

Board of Trade copies of their order, and their suppliers acceptance 

of the order or invoice. Importers will be required to certify 

that the machines are for their own use ; or, if they are acting as 
agents, to produce evidence that they have received firm orders 
from manufacturers who will use them.”’ 

The Board of Trade therefore announce (in Notice to Importers 
No. 482) that an application for a duty-free licence under Section 10 
of the Finance Act, 1932, despatched on or before March 11, 1952, 
by an agent, will not be considered unless the agent had by that date 
received a firm order from the United Kingdom user for the machine 
or machines covered by the application. 


Scottish Craftsmen Win Furniture 


Prizes 


A FIRST CLASS award of £70 was won by Mr. George M. H. 

Richardson of 115 Valley Gardens South, Kirkcaldy, Fife, in a 
competition for hand-made furniture by Scottish craftsmen organized 
by the Council of Industrial Design Scottish Committee which was 
judged in Glasgow on Monday. 


Two second-class awards were made by the judges to the entries 
submitted by Miss Elizabeth C. McCaig, Barnultoch, Stranraer, 
Wigtownshire and Mr. J. Connel Pringle, c/o Whytock and Reid, 
7 Charlotte Square, Edinburgh. 


Twenty-eight pieces of furniture were submitted for the competition 
which was organized to bring the work of craftsmen to the notice of 
furniture manufacturers who could, in collaboration with the crafts- 
men, adapt their designs to mass production and make them available 
to a larger public. 

The judges were Mr. Neil Macneill, of Macneill Brothers, Beith, 
the furniture manufacturers ; Mr. James Findlater, of Findlater, 
Smith, the Edinburgh retailers ; and Mr. Charles Addison, chief 
designer to Justice of Dundee.

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Distribution of German Enemy 
Property 


N Order-in-Council® making certain amendments of detail to the

The deficit was settled by a gold payment by the United Kingdom 
to the Union of £17,881,071 (making a total to date of £113,154,643%), 
and by granting of credit to the United Kingdom of £4,470,357. In 
consequence, the United Kingdom now stands as a debtor in the 
books of the Union for {217,574,286 (609,208,000 units of account).

Distributors’ Prices of Nylon 
Stockings 


HE overriding maximum prices exclusive of purchase tax which 

may be charged by distributors for top quality 15 denier fully 
fashioned nylon stockings will be reduced by about one quarter under 
a new Board of ‘Trade Order coming into force on April 15. 


The Order also fixes new overriding maximum prices for all other 
nylon stockings. ‘The previous Order gave separate maximum prices 
for utility and non-utility nylon stockings. The descriptions 
‘utility’ and “ non-utility” have been dropped in the new Order 
as a result of the changes in the utility scheme. 


The prices for all types of nylon stockings in the new Order are 
below the corresponding old non-utility overriding maximum prices, 
but are roughly comparable with the old utility prices (in cases where 
similar stockings were scheduled in the utility Order) 


At the same time the new Order (which has been made in consulta- 
tion with the Central Price Regulation Committee) introduces the 
\ 


following changes : 


Whereas distributors’ prices for all nylons were limited by 
maximum margins on prices paid by them as well as by overriding 
maximum prices, now the control by maximum margins applies 
only to fully fashioned stockings. On “‘ seamless "’ nylon stockings 
distributors will be subject only to cash maximum prices. 


The new classifications for fully fashioned stockings are fuller 
than the old non-utility classifications and include separate groupings 
for ‘‘ mesh," 30 denier and 15 denier stockings and sub groupings 
by gauge 


The wholesalers’ maximum margins on fully fashioned stockings 
(which were formerly 19-05 per cent. for utility and 21:22 per cent. 
for non-utility) are now to be 20 per cent. 


Retailers’ maximum margins on fully fashioned stockings (which 
were formerly 29-04 per cent. on utility and 42°86 per cent. on 
non-utility) are now to be 334 per cent. 


Invoices are to be preserved for a period of two years. 
Disposal of Old Stocks 


The date of operation of the Order is delayed until April 15 in 
order to give distributors an opportunity of disposing of stockings 
bearing the old markings at current prices. 

These changes are given effect by The Women’s and Maids’ Nylon 
Stockings (Distributors’ Maximum Prices) Order, 1952, S.I. 1952 
No. 571, price 3d. (by post 44d.), which revokes The Women’s 
and Maids’ Nylon Hose (Distributors’ Maximum Prices) Order, 1952.

These services will be operated by fast, 
pressurized, four-engined Constellation airliners, and the tourist 
fares will in some instances represent savings of as much as 49 per 
cent. compared with first-class fares.

Tinplate Supplies for Denmark, Egypt and Persia 


Asked if, in view of the fact that importation of canned goods from 
Denmark had been drastically | for the year ending 1952, 
he would reduce the supplies of tinplate to Denmark by 3,000 tons, 
on account of the great need of the home-canning industry for the 
supply of tinplate, the President replied “* No, Sir.” Denmark was a 
most important supplier of essent foodstuffs and we could not 
disregard her essential requirement ‘Tinplate for canning milk 
would be supplied up to the amount needed for the Ministry of 
Food’s contracts ; we had already arranged to reduce the supply of 
other tinplate to Denmark in proportion to the estimated reduction 
in our imports of canned meat 

The President was also asked whether he would give an assurance 
that, in the year ending Decem 1952, the supplies of tinplate 
exported to Egypt would be reduced by 3,000 tons and supplies to 
Iran by 5,000 tons, from the amounts supplied to these countries, 
respectively, during the year ended December 31, 1951, in view of 
the need for the consumption in tl me-canning industry and the 
difficulties with which we were confronted caused by the countries 
« oncerned 

The President replied that 1t was not our practice to disclose detailed 
figures of our allocations of tin plate to individual countries as this 
would weaken our bargaining position with other countries. But he 
could say that exports of tin plate to Persia had been eliminated

questioner, while the exports of tin plate to Egypt would be reduced 
by rather less than that suggested. 

Import of Refrigeration Equipment 

During 1951 individual licences for the import of refrigeration 
equipment from dollar sources were issued to a total value of £557,710, 
the President said. This figure included licences to the value of 
£142,413 which were issued under the Token Import Scheme. The 
remainder were for essential home uses or re-exports, individual 
applications having been considered on their merits. Refrigeration 
equipment from other sources was imported in 1951 under Open 
General Licence, 

There were a number of changes in the import licensing arrange- 
ments for 1952. First, Token Import quotas have been reduced by 
value from 40 per cent. to 30 per cent. of the pre-war figures. 
Secondly, applications to import from dollar sources otherwise than 
through the Token Import Scheme would be considered against 
more stringent criteria. Thirdly, so far as imports from non-dollar 
sources were concerned, domestic refrigerators were removed from 
the Open General Licence with effect from March 11, 1952. The 
size of the quota had not yet been determined. 


Film Exhibitors’ Quota 


After consulting the Cinematograph Films Council, the President 
said he did not propose to make any Order this year to amend the 
Cinematograph Films (Quotas) Order. This meant that the 
prescribed quotas would remain at 30 per cent. for first-feature films 
and 25 per cent. for supporting programmes for the exhibitors’ 
quota year beginning October 1, 1952. 

Asked also how many of the members of the Films Council, who 
were film exhibitors, defaulted under the Quota Act from September 
1950 to September 1951 ; and if he would remove such defaulters 
from membership of the Films Council, the President replied that 
four of the members representing exhibitors on the Cinematograph 
Films Council were directors of exhibiting companies which, at some 
of the theatres owned by them, did not exhibit the number of British 
films required by the prescribed quota. This did not necessarily 
mean either that an offence had been committed or that, if one had 
been committed, the director could be held responsible. No 
decision had yet been taken about prosecutions for defaults in the 
1950/51 quota year, and no circumstances had yet arisen which 
called for the removal of any member of the Council. 

The President was further asked what was the total number of 
defaults on first-feature films under the Quota Act between September 
1950 and September 1951 ; and, in particular, what was the number 
of defaults on first features by the Rank circuit and the Associated 
British Cinemas circuit, respectively. 

He replied that he would refer the questioner to the Board of 
Trade Journal of February 9, 1952, which contained on page 264 a 
detailed report on the 1950/51 Quota year. Of the 771 first-feature 
defaults, 23 were by theatres in the A.B.C. circuit. There were no 
first-feature defaults by theatres in the Odeon or the Gaumont- 
British circuits. 

Questioned as to what exemption he had granted to the Empire 
Cinema, Leicester Square, from the requirements of the Cinemato- 
graph Films Act, 1948, the President replied : ‘‘ None, Sir.” 


Future of Utility Schemes 


Asked to make a statement as to the proposed increases in the range 
of Utility clothing, the President said he had nothing to add to the 
statement which he made about the Utility schemes on March 13, 
during the Debate on the Budget proposals. 


Censuses of Distribution and Production 


In 1952, no census of distribution forms would be issued the 
President said. Census of production forms, which were normally 
sent out in January, would total about 275,000. Nearly 200,000 
of these were sent to the smaller firms, and asked for only very 
limited information. ‘The number of questions to be answered could 
readily be expressed as an average. 

He was carefully considering the future programme of the census. 
In the census of production to be taken in 1953, which was described 
in the Board of Trade Journal on December 29, 1951, sampling would 
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be introduced for the first time and the questions would be fewer 
than in any previous census. 


Commercial Exploitation of Marine Polyp 

Asked about the commercial exploitation of the marine polyp, 
sertularia cuprisenea, the President said that he thought the questioner 
was referring to a marine animal found in estuarial waters and which 
resembled a small feathery fern. He understood that after drying 
and dyeing it was used for trimming millinery and for decorative 
purposes. He regretted that he had no information about the 
export of this commodity as it was not separately distinguished in 
trade returns. 


Exports of Woven Cotton Piece-Goods 

The total value of woven cotton piece-goods exported by the 
United Kingdom during the years 1950 and 1951 was £100,297,000 
in 1950 and £132,192,000 in 1951, the President stated. 


Exports to and Imports from U.S.S.R. 

Asked if he was aware of the substantial increase in the exports of 
raw rubber from the United Kingdom to the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics ; and if he would consider imposing a ceiling on such 
strategic exports, the President replied that he was glad to have this 
opportunity of explaining the position since there had been recent 
press statements which, no doubt inadvertently, gave a misleading 
impression. 

Exports of rubber to the U.S.S.R. whether from the United 
Kingdom or from Malaya had, since April of last year, been limited 
by export licensing to quantities related to our estimate of their 
normal civilian consumption. This was about the same rate of 
export as in 1950 before the development of large-scale fighting in 
Korea and the rate was being kept constantly under review. 

It was true that re-exports from the United Kingdom were greater 
now than they were in 1950. The explanation was that in 1950 the 
U.S.S.R. shipped 68,000 tons direct from Malaya and only 10,000 
tons through the United Kingdom, whereas in 1951 the U.S.S.R. 
shipped 14,000 tons from Malaya and 42,000 tons through the United 
Kingdom. There were, of course, fluctuations in monthly shipments 
within the annual rate. 

Statistics of imports from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
on private account were to be found in the Trade and Navigation 
Accounts the President said. These imports in 1951 involved a very 
large number of private transactions but did not include coarse 
grains and animal feeding stuffs, canned fish, softwood and plywood, 
which were imported on public account. Softwood had now reverted 
to private trade. 

In the case of plywood and of coarse grains, the President added, 
imports were arranged as necessary under separate contracts concluded 
between the appropriate Soviet organization and the responsible 
Department of Her Majesty’s Government. Supplies of timber 
other than plywood were a matter for the private importer. 


Exports of Carpets and Rugs to Australia 
The value of carpets, rugs and mats exported from the United 
Kingdom to Australia during the twelve months ended February 29, 


1952, was £109 millions, the President said. Under the new 
Australian import restrictions these goods would be licensed at the 
rate of 20 per cent. of the value imported during the base year July 1, 
1950, to June 30, 1951. As the quotas were not tied to particular 
countries it was not possible to say precisely what amount of United 
Kingdom carpets would continue to be imported into Australia. 
But the effect of the restrictions would undoubtedly be serious, for 
Australia had recently been taking almost half of our total exports 
of carpets. 


Trade Talks with the Argentine 


The President said that discussions on trade matters were due 
under the Agreement on Trade and Payments concluded with 
Argentina on June 27, 1949, and the Protocol to this Agreement of 
April 23, 1951. As he informed a questioner on March 7, they 
would be conducted by Her Majesty’s Ambassador in Buenos Aires. 


Exports of Pharmaceutical Products 

The President was asked if he was aware that as a result of the 
present restrictions affecting the import of essential pharmaceutical 
products from the United Kingdom into Hong Kong a considerable 
volume of our export trade in these commodities was lost to Canada 
and countries from the Continent of Europe to whose exports the 
restrictions did not apply ; and whether, in view of the consequent 
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impairment on our permanent trading position in the Colony, he 
would take steps to secure that these restrictions were either made to 
apply equally to the same classes of goods irrespective of the country 
of origin, or else were suspended until such time as the object mm 
imposing them could be achieved through effective internationaR 
collaboration. 

‘The President said he would like to make it clear that the limitation. 
of United Kingdom pharmaceutical exports, to which the questioner 
referred, applied only to the very limited range of pharmaceuticaF 
products which we regarded as being of strategic importance. He was 
aware that the purpose of our policy was to some extent being frustrated 
by supplies from other producing countries. We were seeking a 
greater measure of international collaboration which would obviate 
this, but he could not agree to relax our own restrictions meanwhile. 


Exports to U.S.A. 

Asked what steps he proposed to take to offset the effect of a United 
States recession consequent on the decline in the value of the dollar, 
the President replied that he assumed that the questioner had in mind 
the current falling off in United States consumer demand. He was 
sure that we could rely on the determination of British exporters to 
do their best to meet the difficulties presented by temporary fluctua- 
tions of this kind. The Government would continue to give all 
appropriate support to manufacturers producing for export. 


New Factories and Industries 

Questioned as to the steps he was taking to direct industry to those 
areas in which work was most needed, the President replied that the 
questioner would be aware he had no powers to direct industry to a 
particular location, but it was the policy of the Board of Trade fo 
encourage firms seeking new capacity to set up in those areas most in 
need of additional industry. 

Questioned why he had not permitted the erection of the advance 
factory on the Bede Trading Estate, Jarrow, to be proceeded with, 
the President replied that the reason was the same as given in the 
answer to a question on February 28, namely, that with the present 
shortage of steel and the need to restrict capital investment, they 
would not be justified in reversing the decision of the previous 
Government, taken early in 1951, that the building of factories in the 
development areas in advance of demand deferred 
indefinitely. 

The President added that he was aware that there was some 
unemployment and short-time working in the furniture and textile 
industries in Scotland and elsewhere, and was watching the position 
closely in consultation with the Ministry of Labour. 

He was aware that there had been recently a comparatively small 
amount of redundancy and short-time working on the Treforest 
Trading Estate, but unemployment in the area was less in February 
1952 than it was in February 1951. 

He understood that some firms on this estate were already engaged 
upon defence contracts, and he could assure his quéstioner that the 
Ministers concerned were fully aware of the importance of using the 
resources of the Welsh and other development areas in carrying 
through the Defence programme. 


Ways of Earning Dollars 

The President was asked what measures had been taken by the 
United States authorities to implement the Ten-Point Washington 
Declaration of September 1949, signed by representatives of the 
United States, Canadian and British Governments, by which the 
United States and Canadian Governments undertook to exaraine 
ways and means by which the United Kingdom would be enabled to 
earn more dollars. 

He replied that it would be difficult to cover so wide and important 
a subject as this by way of Question and Answer. But he was grateful 
to the questioner for emphasising, by calling attention to the terms of 
the Joint Communique, that a balance of international payments 
could only be achieved if both the creditor and debtor nations 
contributed to a solution.

Tables III and IV below compare weekly average production in 
1951 with that in the preceding years and immediately before the war. 

Total production in 1951 was higher than the previous post-war 
record set up in 1950.

In May 1951 newspaper prices were increased. Any fall that 
might have been expected in the consumption of newsprint, con- 
sequent upon reduced circulations, was slightly more than offset, 
however, by the introduction by newspapers from time to time of 
extra pages and by the extra newsprint that was allowed for General 
Election purposes. 


As will be seen from Table VIII prices of all types of imported 
wood-pulp and esparto reached new heights—in some cases nearly 
200 per cent. greater than in 1950. It is noteworthy that despite 
these high prices, consumption of wood-pulp and esparto has, so far, 
been little affected. New maximum prices for printing and writing 
paper, and kraft, were introduced in April, and again in July, and 
some part of the increased costs have, of course, been passed on to 
the consumer in the shape of the higher prices for newspapers and 
periodicals.

The end of the year was marked by the cancellation of the Open 
General Licence that had operated since October 1949 in respect of 
the import of wood-pulp and other paper-making materials. 


Since the beginning of 1952, the consumption of wood-pulp for 
making certain papers (notably wall-paper base and mechanical 
printings) already subject to specific licensing, has been further 
restricted. In addition, licensing control has been reintroduced for 
the consumption of wood-pulp used in the manufacture of other 
papers, including esparto and poster papers. Newsprint, however, 
is unaffected by these changes. 


The future is uncertain and will depend upon the United Kingdom's 
ability to pay for imported raw materials which have recently com- 
manded very high prices. The imposition of maximum prices for 
imports of pulp for contracts concluded on or after February 11 
should make it easier for the present level of imports and consumption 
to be maintained.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Market Prospects for British Goods in Cuba 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the First Secretary (Commercial) at Havana. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


NITED KINGDOM « exporters seeking new outlets for their 

goods may find it worth while to explore the Cuban market. 

Included in the dollar area with a currency, the peso, at par 
with the United States dollar, with which it is freely convertible, 
Cuba offers interesting possibilities. 

The major part of the country’s economy is dominated by sugar 
production and the continuing world demaad for this commodity, 
with its high price, has brought Cuban presperity to record levels. 
There is little likelihood of any serious recession in the foreseeable 
future. Consequently, there is plenty of money available and the 
level of the country’s foreign trade has been steadily rising 

Imports during the first eight months of 1951 totalled $444 million, 
an increase over the same period of 1950 of $120 million. Exports 
for the first ten months of 1951 totalled $678 million, showing a 
similar increase of $120 million over the equivalent period in 1950. 
As far as can be seen from the figures at present available, Cuba’s 
visible favourable foreign trade balance in 1951 may turn out to 
have been about $150 million, and there are thus no foreign exchange 
problems. 


Buyer’s Market 


The attractiveness of the Cuban market means that it is a buyer's 
market and, so far as mass sales are concerned, it is price rather than 
quality which sells the goods. There are, however, limited sections 
of the population who like to buy expensive articles for the sake of 
exclusiveness, or who are prepared to pay for quality. Owing to 
Cuba’s proximity to the United States and to the preferential tariff 
rates which the latter enjoys, over 80 per cent. of Cuba’s imports 
come from that country. Because of this proximity, of the prevalence 
of United States standards in electricity, engineering, etc., and of the 
familiarity of the Cubans with American brands and names gener- 
ally through intensive advertising and the circulation of American 
periodicals, market conditions and requirements are in many ways 
similar to those in the United States. 

However, the competitive position of the United Kingdom was 
improved last year when the Anglo-Cuban Trade Agreement was 
signed in August 1951. This gave to the United Kingdom the 
United States preferential rates of duty on 82 items in the Cuban 
Customs Tariff and the list was extended in September 1951 by a 
further 49 items when Cuba concluded a Trade Agreement with the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 

Following these concessions and because of other factors mentioned 
below, opportunities now exist for establishing in Cuba markets for 
additional types of British goods as well as for increasing sales of 
goods with which the Cubans are already familiar. To do so, how- 
ever, needs active promotion, careful attention to market require- 
ments, and the lowest possible quotations. For the United Kingdom 
is still at a disadvantage vis-a-vis the United States in that most of the 
items covered by these two agreements must still pay a surcharge of 
20 per cent. on the Cuban Customs duties. The majority of United 
States imports are not liable to this surcharge. 

United Kingdom exporters must also contend with higher freight 
charges and as, usually owing to their higher quality, the f.o.b. prices 
of British goods are above American quotations, the obstacles to achiev- 
ing mass sales of British consumer goods are serious unless prices can 
be brought down to really competitive levels. In spite of these 
obstacles there is, nevertheless, a definite demand in Cuba for certain 
types of British goods. 


U.K. Export Goods 


The main United Kingdom exports to Cuba have in the recent 
past been tropical weight woollens and worsteds, cotton thread and 
fabric, lightweight linens, wall tiles, earthenware and porcelain 
machinery, motors and engines, bicycles, motor cars and motor 
cycles, pharmaceutical products and patent medicines, stout and 
whisky, biscuits, and cement. The following are a selection of 


commodities for which there are reasonable market prospects or whose 
existing market can be expanded. 


Cement 


Large quantities are required for private building and public works. 
Domestic production, though increasing, it not expected to approach 
demand for some time to come. Customs duties have been waived 
while the shortage continues. Both grey and white cement are in 
demand. 


Domestic Electrical Appliances 


Chromium plated articles in streamline designs are more popular 
than articles finished in enamel. They must appeal to the eye and be 
reasonable in price. Prospects are better for the smaller items, such 
as irons, toasters and mixers than for washing machines and refrigera- 
tors. There is very little opportunity for electric floor cleaning equip- 
ment as almost all floors in Cuba are made of tiles or cement. 


Pharmaceuticals 


There is evidence of a change in the Cuban taste from North 
American to United Kingdom and European products. Competition 
is to be expected from Germany and this can only be overcome by 
attractive packings for patent medicines and ethical advertising for 
proprietary drugs. ‘The United Kingdom probably has an advantage 
here in that British medical practice is closer to the United States than 
is the German. 


Paraffin Domestic Appliances 


There is a good market in the interior for cookers and refrigerators 
because of the high price of electricity, and in the towns for emergency 
use (Cuba, being in the hurricane area, must always be prepared for 
cuts in electricity due to hurricane damage). There is, however, a 
wide margin of customs preference enjoyed by United States manu- 
facturers and price in this field is the deciding factor. 


Motor Cars 


This is a fruitful field (in the first eleven months of 1951, 13,999 
passenger cars were imported, of which 13,229 came from the United 
States, and 222 from the United Kingdom). British cars enjoy Cus- 
toms equality with the United States, but the latter have the advantage 
of not paying the 20 per cent. surcharge imposed by Law 28 of 1941. 
In general, too, United States cars can be delivered more quickly and 
spares are easier to obtain. United Kingdom manufacturers must 
keep distributors well stocked with spares and give the best possible 
delivery. Cuba is a fairly large market, as can be seen from the import 
figures above, although, of course, not so large as the United States 
It is important that successive years’ models should have some obvious 
change in styling. 


Radios and Television 


This is another fruitful field which has hardly yet been touched 
by the United Kingdom. Determination, energy and initial publicity 
are required, together with willingness to work on a bare minimum 
of profit in the early stages. Reproduction and tone quality are so 
superior in British radio sets that sales can be made if dealer resis- 
tance can be overcome. This can only be done by making the Cuban 
public familiar with British trade marks and the quality which is 
guaranteed by those trade marks. The same applies to television 
apparatus. Cuba has had a television network since October 1950. 
Four stations are in operation, and three more are planned. Some 
17,000 television sets were imported during the first seven months 
of 1951. Home tape recorders are also a possibility if prices can be 
made sufficiently attractive. 


Earthenware and Cutlery 


There are good possibilities, but manufacturers must quote firm 
and clear prices and delivery dates and stick to them.

Infringement of U.K. Designs 
and Trade Marks Overseas 


TTENTION has been drawn recently to certain instances of 

Japanese copying of United Kingdom designs. For some tume 
past the Board of ‘Trade have been bringing examples of this to the 
notice of the Japanese authorities through the United Kingdom 
Liaison Mission in Tokyo, in order that they may exercise their 
powers to prevent the export of the offending goods. ‘The Japanese 
authorities are anxious that the reputation of their exporters should 
not be associated in the minds of traders in other countries with 
such practices and they have co-operated fully in the suppression of 
such cases as have been reported to them. Japanese officials have 
also been to this country recently to discuss the adequacy of the 
Japanese industrial property legislation and the procedures by which 
it 18 administered 

Apart from the desire of the Japanese Government to safeguard 
the long-term interests of its exporters, it is required in the Peace 
Treaty (which is expected to come into force shortly) to resume all 
its obligations under inter alia the International Convention for the 
Protection of Industrial Property as revised in London in 1934 and 
the Berne Copyright Convention as revised in Rome in 1928, and 
also to accede to the Madrid Agreement for the Prevention of False 
Indications of Origin as revised in London in 1934. ‘The Japanese 
Government has in addition declared its intention in the more 
embracing terms of the Preamble “ in public and private trade and 
commerce to conform to internationally accepted fair practices.” 

The Japanese Foreign Exchange and Foreign ‘Trade Control Law 
of December 1, 1949, requires exporters to observe due respect for 
the laws and regulations prohibiting unfair competition in the 
country of final destination of their goods, and they have been 
advised in case of doubt to obtain from the buyer a guarantee that 
the goods do not violate the laws of his country 

The Japanese Ministry of International ‘Trade and Industry is 
prepared, when complaint is received that rights in patents, utility 
models, designs, trade marks or copyright in other countries have 
been infringed, to designate the goods as coming under export control 
and to license further exports only if the Japanese exporter can show 
that he has the authority of the foreign owner of the rights, or other- 
that they will not be infringed. United Kingdom ex- 
porters who receive evidence that their marks or designs are being 
copied by Japanese competitors are invited to inform the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade in order 
that it may be brought to the notice of the Japanese authorities. 

An aggrieved party can also take action in Japan under the 1934 
Law for the Prevention of Unfair Competition, as amended in 1950, 
against any person who creates confusion with his merchandise by 
the use of a similar name, trade mark, label or container or who gives 
a false impression as to the origin of the goods. 

The attention of United Kingdom exporters of articles in the sale 
of which exclusive design or the use of a trade mark is an important 
element is therefore drawn to the value of registering their ownership 
of the rights not only in the United Kingdom, but also in Japan and 
in their principal overseas markets. ‘The Customs Authorities in 
many countries have powers to stop imports which they have reason 
to believe will infringe property rights established under their laws. 

If full advantage is taken of all these provisions for the protection 
of industrial property rights, any infringement which may be detected 
can be dealt with promptly and effectively both at the source and at 
the point where damage is being caused to the owner's interests.

HE INDIAN Finance Bill 1952,

Irrigation Project Equipment Scheme 

1. The following decisions of the Government of India in regard 
to the issue of licences for machinery and equipment required by 
various irrigation projects under the Irrigation Project Equipment 
Scheme are published for information.

Serial No. 65—All goods falling under Serial Nos. 65 (1), 65 (2), 
65 (3), 65 (4) and 65 (5) when required for irrigation projects. 

Serial No. 92—-Water meters and measuring instruments required 
for water works, irrigation and hydro-electric projects. 

3. ‘The scheme will apply to applications of an aggregate value 
of Rs. 25,000/— or over for any project or subsidiary thereto. 

4. ‘These requirements will be centrally licensed by the Chief 
Controller of Imports in New Delhi and all requirements should be 
put in one application rather than piecemeal according to the Serial 
No. of the L'T.C. Schedule. ‘The applications will be treated in the 
same way as the applications for capital goods (see Board of Trade 
Journal on February 23, 1952). Applications should be made in the 
same form as prescribed for capital goods and heavy electrical plant 
and should be submitted to the Chief Controller of Imports through 
he Central Water and Power Commission, New Delhi

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Australian Fur Apparel Duty 


Concession Restricted 
HE AUSTRALIAN DEPARTMENT of Trade & Customs, 


Canberra, has announced that restrictions have been imposed on 
fur apparel which may be imported into Australia free of duty as 
passengers’ personal effects. 

Hitherto the term “ personal effects" has been interpreted as 
including fur apparel and subject to certain conditions passengers 
have been permitted to take furs into Australia for their own use duty 
free without regard to value. 

It has now been laid down that on and from April 1, 1952 fur 
apparel will not be admitted to Australia duty free as passengers’ 
effects other than the following :— 

(a) articles of fur apparel which have been in the possession and 
use of the passenger for a period of at least 12 months prior to 
shipment to Australia ; 

(b) articles of fur apparel purchased in the United Kingdom, 
where the passenger can establish to the satisfaction of the 
Collector of Customs that the United Kingdom purchase tax 
has been paid on the goods ; 
articles of fur apparel in possession of tourists or temporary 
residents ; 
articles of fur apparel in possession of a passenger prior to his 
or her departure from Australia to overseas ; 

(e) articles of fur apparel which were manufactured in Australia ; 
and 

(f) articles of fur apparel not exceeding £50 in value each. 

Regarding (c) the passenger will be required to give a personal 
undertaking in writing that if the goods concerned are not exported 
from Australia within 12 months the full amount of Customs duty 
and sales tax will be paid. 

Any fur apparel shipped to Australia before April 1, 1952 will be 
admitted free of duty if qualifying for exemption as passengers’ 
effects under the conditions previously operating. 

The term “fur apparel” includes capes, coats and neckwear, 
but does not include apparel merely trimmed with fur. 


Icelandic Import Regulations 


HE ICELANDIC Ministry of Commerce have announced that as 
from January 30, 1952, the following regulations are to be enforced 
for goods imported into Iceland :— 
The importation of any goods is prohibited unless :— 
(i) the goods have been paid for in advance, or 
(ii) currency has been guaranteed by the Bank or 


(iii) ““ B”’ certificates—issuable for the import of commodities 
on the “ conditional” free list—have been obtained for the 
goods prior to shipment. 

These regulations also apply where an import and currency licence 

has already been issued for the goods. 

No goods may be cleared through the Icelandic Customs unless the 
documents bear the vendor’s receipt for payment or are accompanied 
by a Bank receipt showing that payment has been effected or that 
the necessary foreign currency has been guaranteed. 

The Banks shall ensure that Foreign Bills, when presented for 
payment, conform to these regulations. Should a bill not be paid 
within 30 days of arrival and guarantees of payment not have been 
given, the Banks shall inform the Currency Control Board, which will 
investigate the matter. Should it transpire that payment for the 
goods has not been secured in accordance with this regulation, the 
Currency Control Board shall inform the Director of Customs who 
shall arrange for the goods to be returned within two months. 

An exception may be made for genuine gift parcels not exceeding 
Kr. 500 in value.

Customs Tariff Modifications
